‘To which they 
replyed, that they had been remarkable for ‘Vale bearing, 
Lying and taking Pleafure in feeing Men whipt, &c.

@ Sloop of War cruixing at Virginia. 


3, 1 
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Virgina July 25, 1748. 
‘* Having hove down and cleaned, we failed upon a 
Cruize and returned to Virginia in a Fortnight, in which 





Time we took two Spanili Privateers, and retool three 
Merchant Ships which they had taken. We likewife tool: 
two French Flags of Truce, which were on a Clandettine 
Trade. The French and Spanith Ships are condemned, 
The Captain’s Share amount to upwards of three thoufand 
Pounds befides Head Money for the Privateers. On board 
one of the French Ships there were found three thoufand 
Dollars to purchafe Provifions with. ‘The Government of 
Philadelphia has made Capt. Ballet a Prefent of 1001. for 
his great Care in protecting their Trade ; and the Governor 
of Virginia has ordered a Piece of Plate to be prefented to 
him, for his Signal Services in taking the Enemy’s Priya- 
teers, and refcuing their Merchant Ships.” , 

Extra& of a Letter from Paris, dated Sept. 23. O, §. 

** The lait Letters from Aix la Chapelle {peaks as com. 
fortably as we can wilh on the Subjeét of Peace, which we 
are affured will be figned before the End of next Month; 
bot as winter Cloaths have been lately fent to the Count de 
St. Severin, there are ftill fome People to be found of fo per- 
verfe a Difpofitior, as to infer from thence, that his Excel- 
lency,may yet find work enough to employ him at Aix the 
bett Part of the Winter. As to Reforms in the Troops, 
they look more like granted Furlows than difbanding them: 
For on Sunday laft 25 Men per Company were reformed 
in the French and Swifs Guards, but a Charge was given 
them at the fame Time: not to ftir out of the Kingdom, 
upon Pain of being punifhed as Deferters. 

“* The King has paffed Sentence on Eight of his Pages, 
importing, that they fhall be turned out of his Service, 
degraded of their Noblefle, and held incapable of ever 
poff-fling any public Employment: A very mild Sentence, 
confidering the Nature of tht Crime, which was murder- 
ing, in a manner as wanton as it was batbarous, a Wo: 
man of the Town, whom they had fent for to gratify their 
Luft.” 

We learn by a private Letter from Aix la Chapelle, 
that by the convention lately figned there the French have’ 
agreed to yield the Town of Oftend immediately to the 
Britith Troops, the City of Bruffels to the Imperialifts, and 
the ‘owns of Louvain, Lier, &c. to the Hanoverian 
Troops, for Winter Quarters, 

They write from Eyndhoven, that there has been noti. 
fied to the Dire€tor of the Englifh Magazines at Maeftricht, 
a Sentence of M. D’Argenfon, Minitter of State, which 
condemns him to pay for the Deficiency found in his Ma- 
gazines ; and in-cafe the faid City fhould be evacuated, that 
he fhould be conducted to the Prifon of Lifle, until full 
Satisfaétion be made. A fhort Time afterwards the Jailor 
had Orders to put him into a Dungeon, and not fuffer 
any Perfon whatfoever to fpeak to him, and even ro de- 
prive him, a fecond ‘Time of all Means of writing. The 
faid Director having made his Complaint to Marfhal Lo- 
wandahl againft an Irifh Officer, for a Violence which had 
been committed upon him in Prifon, his Excellency order'd 
the faid Officer to be broke. So vioient a Proceeding with- 
in the Purlieu of the Congrefs, is fo much the more fur- 
prifing, as his Royal Highnefs the Duke had fent a Com- 
miffary of War, a few Days before, to the Intendant of 
Maeftricht, to demand his Releafement, as being a Britith 
Subjcét. 

They write from Hacrlem, that the Commifiaries of his 
Serene Highnefs the Prince Stadtholder, had publithed 
the three Placarts; the firft containing the entire change 
of their Magiftracy, the Second his Serene Highnefs’s Re- 
folution on the Memorial prefented to him in the Name of 
the Inhabitants of Haerlem, and the third in the Nature of 
an A&tof Oblivion, with refpe& to all that has paffed in 
the late Difputes, 

By private Letters from the North there is an Account, 
that the famous Count Biron is recalled from his Banith- 
ment in Siberia, and reinitated in the Dukedom of Cour- 
land. 

Letters from Munich advife, that the Princefs Spoufe of 
the Eleétor of Bavaria, was brought to bed on the 24th ult, 
of a dead Child. 

They write from Vienna, that her Imperial Majefty is 
fo well that fhe intends to fee the principal Nobility ina 
few Days; that the Peace is looked upon as concluded there; 
and that the Count de Harrach, Governor of Milan, 3 
appointed Embafiidor Extraordinary to the French Court. 

According to private Letters from Conftantinople, by 
the Way of Vienna, all Things are pretty quiet there, 
and on Account of certain Reparations that are to be made 
in the Seraglio, the Grand Signior is retired for fome Time 
to one of his Country Palaces near that Capital.

The Skin fmooth, the Back pur- - 
ple Colour, the Sides a lively Green and the Belly and 
Jowls like Silver ; being all over fpeckled with white, and 
the Fins as red as Scarlet,renders it very agreeable to behold. 
Mr, Bigland of Leith, who has defcribed it, obicrved 
when he opened it, that all its Bowels would have gone 
within an Englith Quart ‘That the Flefh of the Fore Part 
was firm and looked like Beef, and the Linder-part like 
fine Veal ; that the Bones are of a quadruped Kind puarti- 
cularly the Shoulder-Blades, which are like thofe of She: p. 
Several Gentlemen and others who have feen it, declare 
they never faw the like before ; fo that the Curious in thefe 
Parts are at a Lofs to know what Name to give it.
